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MENTAL DJETETICS. 


A Lecture Delivered Thursday Evrnfny. No­ 
vember 6. 1873, before the Teachers’ As­ 
sociation. 
The Wind grows by what ¡I feeds up­ 
on. The abundanee or i>overty of nu­ 
trition in the mental food, a man as­ 
similates, I mi Ids up, or dwarfs his in- 
telleotunl stature. 
The dili'ereuees 
among mankind, are the results of the 
ditterenees in the nourishment on 
which their minds feed. All civiliza­ 
tion is an illustration of what can he 
accomplished hy feeding tin* human 
mind. All barbaric and savage life 
is an illustration of mental and moral 
starvation. Education is n process of 
man taming by means of careful and 
nutritious mental feeding. There is a 
little of tlie original savage left in 
every one of us. Successive ages of 
mental and moral accretions have 
covered tins primitive barbarism with 
concentric 
layers of 
civilization 
—an I 
it is only 
when 
some 
volcanic eruption of passion hursts 
the crust of culture and refine­ 
ment, that this smoldering sav­ 
age comes to the surface. 
Let the integuments of convent ional, 
artificial, and acquired gentleness, he 
thrown otf and we stand revealed as 
savage, ami as rude us the veriest pir­ 
ate among our ,Saxon ancestors, who 
hurtled down against the white shore 
of Britain 1,500 years ago. The re­ 
finement, the amenities, the benevo­ 
lence, the purities of civilized life, are 
accretions grown by a generous sys­ 
tem of mental and moral dietetics— 
cut oft* from all intellectual aliment, 
and the culminated product of ages of 
civilization would be starved into the 
deepest barbarism, in a single genera- 
ation. Do you doubt my propositions? 
Take him in his infancy, the off­ 
spring of the bluest blood, of Puritan 
or Cavalier, nurture him from child­ 
hood to manhood, amid the savagery 
of an Indian camp—ami when he takes 
the war-path he will swing the toma­ 
hawk, or tly the scalping knife amid 
the auburn locks of his Caucasian 
brother, with as keen a gusto as the 
tawniest son of an aboriginee. to the 
forest horn. 
Retrogression is simple—progression 
comple. From civilization to barbar­ 
ism is a down grade. From barbar­ 
ism to civilization a steep and diffi­ 
cult ascent. Do these assertions savor 
of the barbarian? ¡Possibly they do. 
The latent savage within me at times 
awakes and takes gratification in 
tomahawking old beliefs, ahd gloats 
with wild ferocity over the sculp- 
lock of a slaughtered myth. But for 
all that, this is not to be the war 
whoop of my savage, but instead, a 
plaintive plea for suffering humanity. 
It is not of the 3,000 women of Bos­ 
ton, starving over the needle; it is 
not of tin* pauper hordes, that crowd 
unsavory dens in New York; it is not 
of the lamine stricken or the hunger 
pressed of any land, that I write; I In­ 
tend no learned discussion on the de­ 
creasing ratio of supply to demand; I 
enter upon no dreary Malthusian cal­ 
culations of how many units of poor 
humanity must perish that the tens 
may live. It is mental hunger not 
bodily I shall discourse. I shall try to 
the best of my ability to answer that 
homely question, with what shall we 
feed them, the teachers, the caterers, 
the purveyors to the mental wants of 
the thousands of school boys and school 
i/irls who look up to us for their daily 
dole of intellectual food, with that we 
shall feed these hungry little minds. 
And how shall we the Hoyers and 
Professor Blots of the cuisine of in­ 
numerable scholastic kitchens, pre­ 
pare that food so us to make it 
most palatable, and at the same time 
most nutritious, and most conducive to 
their mental growth. Ah! how often 
have our hearts sunk within us as we 
have looked upon the scanty store in 
our mental larders, and how sincerely 
have we wished at such times that 
some miraculous power might he giv­ 
en us to make our five loaves, and two 
little fishes to feed the multitude. With 
what shall we feed them? Where is the 
teacher whose conception of 1»is work 
rises above the i»er diem of his pay, 
who lias not asked himself the ques­ 
tion in some form or other. 
For five days in the week tlirongh 
ten months in the year we make our 
scanty bills of fare. For five days in 
the week through ten months in the 
year we disli out little doles of arith­ 
metic, grammar and geography. We 
sweeten them with flattery or spiee 
them with reproof, and alack! that it 
must tie so; sometimes hasten degluti­ 
tion hy the aid of the birch, and it the 
juvenile boarders in our scholastic 
dining hall do not grow mentally fat 
upon such regimen, surely the fault 
lies’nol in the cuisine nor in the cook. 
If the latent savage in their natures 
does sometimes break through the 
thin accretions grown by such lusty 
feeding, and yells against your methods 
of taming, subjugate him with a 
rule of syntax or crush him down with 
a formula of arithmetic. And here a 
perverse fancy seizes me—why would 
it not be a good plan to settle the In- 
diau question—now that the Quaker 
policy of theeiny and thouing the noble 
red men into behavior bus failed, to 
let the schoolmaster have a tilt at him 
with the rules of syntax, and the 
theory of inverting the divisor. But 
to return [to .our question, with what 
kind of food shall we teachers, feed 
the minds of the rising generation. 
With that mental food which will 
promote the healthiest growth, mor­ 
ally and intellectually, that will give 
the thoughts intellectual fiber—that 
will insure the broadest develop­ 
ment; that will unfold their indivual- 
lties to the full; that will prepare 
them to live the life before them not in 
t he mere material sense, but in the 
widest sense, the fullest and noblest. 
Do our existing systems of culture 
and education give this? Only to 
a limited extent. 
Passing by our 
common schools, in which the intel­ 
lectual food the ugh not us good as it 
might be, is l»iperior to that of the 
more preteql 
caravansaries of 


knowledge, let us come at once to 
the examination of the fare offered by 
those Delmonicos, and Occidentals of 
Education, the Harvards, the Vales, 
the Princeton», and others of the class. 
I make no apology, devoting the 
greater portion of my address to criti­ 
cism upon tin* curriculum or course 
of study in our colleges and univer­ 
sity. 
It may he urged that it is 
going out of our province to attack t he 
curriculem of these institutions. 
I 
answer that our district schools are 
the feeders of the colleges and univer­ 
sities. We lay the foundation, teach­ 
ers in these complete the structure. 
We certainly are interested in know­ 
ing what kiiid of. an edifice is reared 
upon our ground work. Again the 
public school teacher is a sort of a 
father confessor to the parents and 
children of this district. 
Is a hoy to 
be sent from the district school to 
complete his education in a college 
or university, in nine out of the ten the 
parent will consult the teacher in re­ 
gard to what course of study it is best 
for that hoy to pursue. To aid the 
teacher to knowingly give advice I 
write. And again at our last Institute 
the topic elicited hy fur the greatest 
interest in its discussion was the ques­ 
tion of the value of the Greek and 
Latin clases in education, and the ad­ 
visability of introducing the study of 
them into the advanced grades of our 
public schools. 
By a majority of 
three to one, the question was decided 
in favor of introducing the Classic. 
And again—among the professors 
patrons, advocates, and retainers of 
this monastic or traditional course of 
study in our higher institutions of 
learning our numbered some of the 
bitterest opponents and enemies of 
of our common sehool system. These 
stand ready at any time, with gloomy 
arrays of statistics to prove our fail­ 
ures* their teachers ignoramuses or 
worse, and the children in them going 
pell mell to the “demnition bow 
wows.” One distinguished reverend 
instructor, not long since, declared 
our common schools to be “hot beds 
of crime and Immorality, enemies to 
God and foes to the church.” I be­ 
lieve most implicity in our common 
schools; I believe that upon their con­ 
tinuance and success, depends the per­ 
petuity of our institutions, the welfare 
of our people, and the prosperity of 
our nation. Believing all this, does 
not blind me to defects in them. But 
these defects sink into utter signifi- 
gnnce when weighed against the in- 
calcuable good they have done and 
are doing. 
I deny the right of these self-an- 
nointed High Priests of Educatiou to 
cast me out of the synagogue, because 
I cannot cry their sliihhuletli, and 
their right to xveaken the growing 
confidence of the people in our com­ 
mon schools. Our common sehool 
system and the method of instruction 
in it, are open to’eriticlsm hut not to 
wholesale denunciation. I claim that 
our colleges and universites, in adher­ 
ing to an antiquated curriculum or 
course of study does not meet the 
intellectual wants of the age; I claim 
that they do not give the mental cul­ 
ture demanded hy modern life. 1 
shall make an attempt to prove tins. 
Away hack in medieval centuries— 
when the first gleams of the sunlight 
of Intelligence were beginning to ¡1- 
lumne, the murky horizon of the 
Dark Ages—some quaint old peda­ 
gogue seeking for some new invention 
to attract pupils to his school, hit up­ 
on this strange device. Superstition 
had attached a mystical reverence 
to the sacred number of “Seven” 
which in those semibarbnric times 
was supposed to be the key to order of 
the Universe. “There were seven car­ 
dinal A'irtues, seven deadly sins, 
seven sacraments, seA'en days in the 
Aveek, seven metals, seven planets, 
seven apertures in man’s head, “anil 
Avliy not” said the jolly old peda­ 
gogue, make a course of Liberal study 
consist of seven arts and occupy seven 
j'ears; and then following another 
strange fancy about the relation of 3 to 
4 in a certain geometrical figure, these 
seven arts Avere divided into groups 
The first three (or greatest Arts) Gram­ 
mer, Logic, and Rhetoric composed 
the Trivium (literally, a place Avliere 
three roads meet,) and the remaining 
four, Arithmetic, Geometry, Astrono­ 
my, and Music formed the Qadrivium 
(literally a place where four roads 
meet, or cross roads) and in those 
brave days of old, when they deified 
Belief and crucified Doubt, Avhen 
priestcraft was one of the Fine Arts, 
and Necromancy one of the liberal 
sciences this fanciful scheme of Edu­ 
cation became the prevailing system; 
and from one generation of pedagogues 
to another through succeeding centu­ 
ries Avas handed down unquestioned 
and unchanged. Empires rose and 
fell, nations perished, new Avorlds 
were discovored, new truths evolved, 
but the curriculum of the school 
altered not. 
Investigation and ex­ 
periment brought forth new arts, and 
new sciences; hut heedless of their 
claims in intellectual culture, every 
generation of youth were forced to 
make, their pilgrimage to the temple 
of knowledge—by the devious wander­ 
ing roads of the Trivium and the 
Quadrivium, that lead through ancient 
Greece and Rome, Pedantic Masters, 
from the cloistered halls of Colleges 
and Universities, the pretended* seats 
of liberal culture, thundered anthems 
against every neAV science against 
every new discovery made in the 
realms of Knowledge. W ith u devotion 
akin to idolatry they clung to their 
Greek and Latin authorities as theonly 
source of sound learning, whether in 
philosophy or in rhetoric, in poetry 
or in history, in medicine or in Uiav. 
¡Said they, “The learning of the Greek 
and Latin languages is the only foun­ 
dation of a thorough education; the 
knowledge of the grammer ought to 
proceed all other knowledge; and phil­ 
ologists are the only thoroughly 
learned men.” 
Despising the source from whence 
the ancients derived their knowledge, 
the study of Nature and the observa­ 
tion of man—they, contented with the 
mere pictures of these drawn by those 
antiquated limners of thought, the 
Greek and Roman Authors. Ignoring 
the fact that the world was older and 
wiser than in the days of Homer and 
Hesiad; despising all modern science, 
and discouraging all the acquisition of 
all jmvctical knowledge, that could 
tend in any Avay to benefit or elevate 
the race; dealing in alstroction, wast­ 
ing their talents in the construction of 
ethical riddles, and their abilities in 
qnraveling philological puzzles, yet 
with a strange incongruity of terms 
these Schoolmen appropriated to 
themselves the name of Humanists 


because they said the learning they 
were masters of was the only knowl­ 
edge that had any hearing upon the 
weal or avoch of humanity. 
We laugh at the ignorance of these 
old pedants, we lament their bigotry, 
and denounce their intolerance, we 
boast of our intellectual progress, and 
are proud of our schools of learning. 
Yet to-day in t he eighth decade of the 
ninteentli century, every youth who 
aspires to what is called a liberal edu­ 
cation, must pursue liis journey in 
search of truth, over the curriculum of 
the Trivium and the Quadrivium, 
must make his pilgrimage to the tem­ 
ple of knowledge OATer the Avinding 
Avays that lead him through ancient 
Greece and Rome. Do you doubt this? 
Take up a catuloue of any one of the 
Colleges and Universities, in the Uni­ 
ted States, turn to the classical course, 
the only one in the estimation of 
their professors that giA’es a liberal 
culture, and in every one of them 
from the thick and bulky pamphlet* 
that make the catalogues of Harvard 
and Yale, to the thin and starved look­ 
ing circular of some scholastic nursery, 
in the far West, glorifying itself hy 
the title of University, and you Avill 
find laid down the seven arts of the 
Trivium and the Qudrivium the three 
roads that lead (possibly) to eloquence, 
and the four roads that lead nowhere. 
It takes four years to complete the 
classical course of our American Col­ 
leges. To enter the college proper, 
requires three years continual drill in 
Iiatin and Greek, with perhaps a 
moiety of time devoted to mathemat­ 
ics. To enter upon the preparatory 
course the pupil is required to have 
some knowledge of English Grammar, 
Arithmetic, and Geography; hut even 
these limited requisites are not strictly 
insisted upon hy some of these prepar­ 
atory schools. I know graduates from 
some of the highest collegiate institu­ 
tions in the land, who have never 
studied English Grammar, and Avhose 
study of Geography, embraced only 
that little belt of the earth, on the 
shores of the Mediteranean; where 
“Where burning Sappho loved mid sung 
Where Delos rose, ami l'hoebus sprung.” 
To gain admission into the Freshman 
class of our better colleges the appli­ 
cant must pass examination in all the 
Greek and Latin authors he lias read 
during the preparatory course—which 
run about as follows: Latin, Ciesar 
four books, Virgil, six books, Cicero, 
six orations, Greek, Xenophon’s, An­ 
alysis, three books, Memorabilia, and 
four Gospels of the Greek test besides 
the Grammars of both languages, and 
in some institutions Greek and Latin 
prose composition. In mathematics. 
Algebra to Quadaratic Equations, and 
in four hooks of Geometry. A hoy of 
ordinary intelligence, with an average 
knowledge of Arithmetic to begin 
Avitli, could master all the mathemat­ 
ics requisite to enter our best colleges 
in six months, the remaining two 
years and a half may lie credited to 
Latin and Greek. 
When he enters 
coiiege lie begins another round of an­ 
cient languages. The course of study 
laid down in the college curriculum, 
for every term from the first in the 
Freshman year, to the last in the Sen­ 
ior, begins with Latin and Greek fol­ 
lowed hy mathematics, and occasion­ 
ally, as* if by Avay of punishment for 
their inferiority tapers off with one of 
the Natural Sciences, Chemistry, 
Botany. Geology, or Physiology, etc. 
A single term varying from ten to 
twenty weeks, is considered sufficient 
time to Avaste upon any one of these. 
The term occupied in the study of the 
Physical Sciences, English Literature, 
and pure Mathematics Avould not re­ 
quire more than two years of the Avhole 
course preparatory and collegiate, 
leaving at least five out of the seven 
years to be devoted solely to Latin 
and Greek. The demand for better 
instruction in the modern sciences has 
forced many of our higher institutions 
of learning, Avithin the last ten or fif­ 
teen years, to establish a scientific 
course distinct from their classical. 
But in all these institutions there ex­ 
ists a caste, or aristocracy, that looks 
down Avith contempt upon the scien- 
titlcs. The scientific student is not el­ 
igible to membership In college socie­ 
ties, is denied college honors, and is 
even ostracised from a share in the 
traditional college pranks. The soph­ 
omore who would descend so low as to 
haze a scientific, Avould be deemed a 
Pariah, and Avould be an outcast from 
the edifying society of his felloAV ruf­ 
fians. It is but very recently that any 
of the colleges conferred degrees upon 
those completing a scientific course. 
The honor conferred by the possession 
of such a degree is considered hy the 
college-bred to he far inferior to that 
which pertains to the possession of a 
classical diploma. 
Looking back through the maze of 
bygone years, and vioAviug dispassion­ 
ately the iiwentives that prompted 
me and my classmates to begin, con­ 
tinue and complete a classical course, 
I am inclined to believe thut it was 
not so much the loA’e of learning thut 
impelled and urged us on, as the de­ 
sire of writing A. B., and in due time 
A. M. after our names through life. 
There is a barbaric love of display in 
every one of us that delights on titles 
and honors, and the emptier these arc 
the more AA’e seem to love them, and 
tooling to them. The doughty civil­ 
ian upon Avhom some practical joker 
lias conferred the rank of General, re­ 
ceives it as a meed due to his martial 
hearing, and guards his empty title 
forever after more jealously than lie 
does his integrity. The holiday Colo­ 
nel of the bloodless Ninth, Avhose 
sword has cleft no deadlier foe than 
the empty air, froAvns fiercer than the 
gods of Avar should you inadvertently 
address him without adding his prefix. 
And the Professor of Mud Flat Semi­ 
nary, or Coyote Creek District, is con­ 
veniently deaf when you uppeal to 
him as pluin Mr.

LOS NIETOS CORRESPONDENCE. 


Los N ie t o s , Nov. 0, 1873. 
E d it o r H e r a l d :—No n e w s that 
would interest your many readers. 
W eather clear and pleasant. Farmers 
are busy harvesting their corn crops, 
consequently our streets are scarce of 
teams, and our merchants are watch­ 
ing with longing eyes for customers. 
The Los Nietos railroad is finished 
to the Nietos depot, and the telegraph 
poles are all up. As soon as the lum­ 
ber arrives we expect to see the depot 
buildings going up, and in a few weeks 
regular trains running between Nietos 
and your city, 
and W ilmington, 
which will give our valley a business 
appearance, 
The land of the new town site, (Citv 
of Nietos), belongs to what is known 
as the 
Downey Association, w ith 
Judge M. D. Crawford, agent. 
We re­ 
cognize the fact that all persons have 
the right to the full and entire control 
of their own property, either to keep it, 
or to dispose of it at will. This asso­ 
ciation have bought up the land im ­ 
mediately around the depot, and sur­ 
veyed it into lots, and are content. 
They have sold a few lots, but wheth­ 
er they wish to sell any more or not, 
is not known to the public. There ap­ 
pears to be a lack of energy on the 
part of the association. It is true that 
Judge Crawford is confined to his 
room on account of sickness, but that 
should not hinder the association from 
putting the City of Nietos before the 
world through the press. Ilf they wish 
to sell any more of their lots, the pub­ 
lic must be informed of the fact, or 
else strangers will never come here to 
buy. W hy do not they advertise so 
that strangers will know where to find 
a home? Not a line to the outside 
world has ever gone to the press from 
any member of the association. All 
th at has ever been written for the 
press in favor of this locality lias been 
done by those who do not own a dollar 
in the City of Nietos, but have a de­ 
wire to see the country prosper, and 
immigration come pouring in from 
other countries, and assist in its de­ 
velopments. Ho long as the associa­ 
tion remain dormant and sit back in 
their easy chairs and wait for imi- 
grants to hunt them up in order to 
get rid of their money for a piece of 
ground to make a shelter on, to pro­ 
tect them from the sun and storms, we 
are fearful that they will be like angels’ 
visits, and some one alive to the ne­ 
cessities of this valley will take ad­ 
vantage of the opportunity, and be­ 
fore the association can arouse out of 
their lethargy, the golden moment 
will slip from their grasp, and they 
will awake some morning to see the 
f 
jreat city of Nietos outstripped and 
eft behind by some rival location, 
w ith live enterprising leaders or pro­ 
prietors. 
We pay our portion of the 
subsidy for the building of the Los 
Nietos railroad, and we us citizens 
have an interest in this matter. We 
want to lend a helping hand in doing 
our part towards building up a nice 
village for our own convenience, and 
one that will be the pride of Nietos 
valley, and thereby offer inducements 
to immigrants to settle in ourinidst, 
and Nietos City is the favorite spot 
for such a place. But a change m ust 
come over the dream of this land asso­ 
ciation, something more liberal than 
waiting with open hand to take the 
dollars for a few feet of land, with a 
don’t care style, if you don’t come you 
can stray away. That’s no use, they 
will come whether you care or not, and 
if you don’t hunt them up and accom­ 
modate them, some one else will. 
There is plenty of land in Nietos val­ 
ley to build on os well as to raise corn. 
We are determined never to let up un­ 
til Los Nietos can boast of a first 
class town. The people of this valley 
are with the association if they will 
help themselves, but tim e is money 
now, wake up or else we will change 
our love to other Qods.

Sixteen men passed through Tucson 
this week in pursuit of Apaches who 
had stolen horses in Sonora. The men 
have gone to Agent Jeffard’s, on the 
Cachise reservation, to ask restoration. 
A Guaymas letter, of October 24th, 
to a citizen, says the revolutionists 
evacuated Alamos on the 15th, and 
the State forces took many prisoners 
the next day. 
A citizen calls attention to the prob­ 
ably scarcity of bread-stuffs in the ter­ 
ritory before another harvest, and says 
Sonora is already short. 
The El Paso 
Sentinel says that orders have been is­ 
sued in Chihuahua prohibiting the ex­ 
portation of corn, wheat and beans to 
the United States.

He 
protested against the memorizing ver­ 
batim of sentences, without the mean­ 
ing.Mr. Peek offered the resolution that 
every teacher, in closing his term, im­ 
mediately notify the County Superin­ 
tendent that he lias severed his con­ 
nection with the school. Carried. 
An essay by .Mr. ReaVls followed, 
detailing tile trials of an amateur com­ 
poser. He begun with the soliloquy of a 
school boy in Ills attempt to find a 
theme for his essay; lie wanders from 
one subject to another, selects one, 
changes it, and takes another. He 
gets lost in a maze of conflicting emo­ 
tions. 
A discussion followed in regard to 
the prizes reported by the committee 
yesterday. 
Mr. Henderson proposed that a page 
or part of a page of composition, be 
used in spelling, instead of one hun­ 
dred words. Carried. 
It was proposed to oiler nine prizes, 
instead of three. Lost. 
Mr. Storke, of the H erald, then 
presented a method of history chart­ 
ing and teaching which, he said, had 
proved very successful in his case.. 
Dr. Lncky, Mr. Waldron and Dr. 
Crowell approved the method. 
Miss Bengougli gave a lesson in ob­ 
ject teaching. She took an orange for 
her object, and drew out the pupils’ 
ideas by questioning. The lesson was 
conducted in a pleasing and instruc­ 
tive manner. 
The course of study was taken up, 
and Dr. Lucky gave liis idea as a mem­ 
ber of the Board of Education when 
the course was adopted. He thought 
a teacher should not only have the 
pupils study from the text-book 
adopted, hut lie should also use the 
theory of the book in liis instruction. 
Of course he could adopt any plan of 
instruction which seemed best. Of 
course no one line of studies would 
satisfy all. The teacher should not 
follow slavishly ; hut when the text­ 
book given differed from other text­ 
books, then lie should follow it. 
Mr. Peek agreed with I)r. Lucky in 
liis views, and said that lie was obliged 
by law to see that the books were used 
as adopted. Of course, if the teacher 
could not obey tin* law in a particular 
instance, he, the teacher, was not re­ 
sponsible. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
A resolution was introduced that our 
(Senators and Representatives be re­ 
quested to pass a law by which the 
State shall pay all school expenses. 
After a discussion by Meesrs. Tonner, 
McFadden and Lucky, the resolution 
was adopted. 
A petition to the Legislature was 
presented, asking that the salary of 
the Superintendent be increased to 
$1,800 and traveling expenses. The 
petition was carried, and the Presi­ 
dent and Secretary were instructed to 
sign it ill behalf of the Convention. 
Clark’s Grammar was discussed and 
quite generally approved, but a peti­ 
tion to the Board to have it used in­ 
stead of Brown’s, was voted down. 
Thanks were voted to the H erald , 
Star and Express ; to Dotter Al Lord, 
and to the Good Templars. 
Thanks were voted to the President, 
and to Mr. Furlong, the Secretary. 
Thanks were voted to the Southern 
Fair Association, for the prizes ottered 
for scholarship. 
Thanks were given to Mr. Guinn and 
Mr. Saxon for their lectures. 
The 
following 
resolution 
was 
adopted. 
Unsolved, That we as teachers, part 
with Win. M. McFadden, our kind 
and genial Superintendent, with 
naught but the kindest recollections 
of his many private and official cour- 
tisies; ana that we do extend our 
hearty support to Professor George H. 
Peek, Superintendent elect. 
Mr. Tonner bestowed a watch, the 
gift of the teachers, upon Mr. McFad­ 
den. It is a beautiful gold watch, 
finely chased, and came from Bush’s 
jewelry store. He spoke in the follow­ 
ing appropriate manner: 
Mr. President.—The Institute lias 
imposed a sorrowful duty upon me. 
It lias selected me to bid an official 
good-bye to a valued friend—the pres­ 
ent executive head of the Public 
School System of this county. 
I would like to make honest men­ 
tion of the past four years of your al­ 
most unrequited services; but this is 
neither the place nor the occasion. 
But while this portion of my duty is 
painful, there is another, which is to 
me a source of unalloyed pleasure. 
My fellow teachers have instructed 
me to say “well done thon good and 
fuithful servant.” 
To prove the sincerity of this utter­ 
ance they have attempted to embody 
their emotions in a tangible form. The 
gold which encases this watch is em­ 
blematical of the purity of your ad­ 
ministration of the schools, and we 
would bind with golden links the 
memories of your connection with 
them. This is not a testimonial from 
special admirers, every Public School 
teacher in the Institute, has contribu­ 
ted to its purchase. 
Permit me then in the name of all 
the Public School Teachers of Los An­ 
geles county, to preselit you witli this 
testimonial of their regard. 
Dr. Lucky then made a farewell ad­ 
dress. He. said liis “linos had fallen 
in pleasant places.” He was pleased 
with the teachers and friends of edu­ 
cation here. The convention had been 
very pleasant. Nothing had occurred 
to mar the harmony of the present 
assembly. All would return to their 
labors better fitted for the work as­ 
signed. The progressives, the radicals 
and the old fogies, all had come to­ 
gether. Neither of these could be dis­ 
pensed witli. When all come here, 
we are all one, and brothers and sisters 
in the same work; all actuated by the 
same purposes. It is pleasant to shake 
hands and wisli each other God speed 
in the good work in which we are all 
engaged. 
We, in this city, have 
taken forward ami upward for our 
motto, and are not willing to he as we 
are. Every teacher in the city lias 
subscribed to a live educational jour­ 
nal, and we expect to interchange. 
.Sixteen live journals from all parts of 
the country ought to keep us going 
forward, and we expect to be thor­ 
oughly posted in the advanced work of 
the profession. 
All teachers from the country will 
be cordially welcomed in our school 
room, and when occasion offers we will 
visit them.

E d it o r H e r a l d :—No news that 
would interest your many readers. 
Weather clear and pleasant. Farmers 
are busy harvesting their corn crops, 
consequently our streets are scarce of 
teams, and our merchants are watch­ 
ing with longing eyes for customers. 
The Los Nietos railroad is finished 
to the Nietos depot, and the telegraph 
poles are all up. As soon as the lum­ 
ber arrives we expect to see the depot 
buildings goiug up, and in a few weeks 
regular trains running between Nietos 
and your city, and Wilmington, 
which will give our valley a business 
appearance, 
The land of the new town site, (Citv 
of Nietos), belongs to what is known 
as the Downey Association, with 
Judge M. D. Crawford, agent. We re­ 
cognize the fact that all persons have 
the right to the full and entire control 
of their own property, either to keep it, 
or to dispose of it at will. This asso­ 
ciation have bought up the land im­ 
mediately around the depot, and sur­ 
veyed it into lots, and are content. 
They have sold a few lots, but wheth­ 
er they wish to sell any more or not, 
is not known to the public. There ap­ 
pears to be a lack of energy on the 
part of the association. It is true that 
Judge Crawford is confined to his 
room on account of sickness, but that 
should not hinder the association from 
putting the City of Nietos before the 
world through the press. Ilf they wish 
to sell any more of their lots, the pub­ 
lic must be informed of the fact, or 
else strangers will never come here to 
buy. Why do not they advertise so 
that strangers will know where to find 
a home? Not a line to the outside 
world has ever gone to the press from 
any member of the association. All 
that has ever been written for the 
press in favor of this locality 1ms been 
done by those who do not own a dollar 
in the City of Nietos, but have a de­ 
sire to see the country prosper, and 
immigration come pouring in from 
other countries, and assist in its de­ 
velopments. So long as the associa­ 
tion remain dormant and sit back in 
their easy chairs and wait for ¡mi­ 
grants to hunt them up in order to 
get rid of their money for a piece of 
ground to make a shelter on, to pro­ 
tect them from the sun and storms, we 
are fearfui that they will be like angels’ 
visits, and some one alive to the ne­ 
cessities of this valley will take ad­

;reat city of Nietos outstripped and 
eft behind by some rival location, 
with live enterprising leaders or pro­ 
prietors. We pay our portion of the 
subsidy for the building of the Los 
Nietos railroad, and we us citizens 
have an interest in this matter. We 
want to lend a helping hand in doing 
our part towards building up a nice 
village for our own convenience, and 
one that will be the pride of Nietos 
valley, and thereby ofter inducements 
to immigrants to settle in our midst, 
and Nietos City is the favorite spot 
for such a place. But a change must 
come over the dream of this land asso­ 
ciation, something more liberal than 
waiting with open hand to take the 
dollars for a few feet of land, with a 
don’t care style, if you don’t come you 
can stray away.

NEW YORK. 


N e w Y o r k , N ov. 7.—T he B an k of 
England has raised its rate of discount 
to 9 percent. 
Niue police precincts return over 
¿54,000, contributed on election day for 
the Memphis sufferers. The police 
have contributed $2,600 for the relief 
of the police of Memphis. 
Judge Davis and Mr. Bartlett, of 
counsel for Tweed, at the trial to-day, 
had another tilt. The Judge had de­ 
cided one Orrell, after a long exarai- 
tion, competent as a juror, when Bart­ 
lett rose to comment on his admission 
by tending to show bias. Judge Davis 
peremptorily refused to hear another 
word on the subject, and in the course 
of a dialogue Bartlett said: “ As your 
Honor will not hear argument after 
decision, would you Inform us when 
the next juror is called that you will 
hear argument before decision.” Judge 
Davis said angrily, “ Sit down.” 
Bartlett replied: “ I refer your Honor 
to Justice Chase and many other au­ 
thorities.” Judge Davis, rapping with 
his gavel, reiterated : “ Sit down, sir; 
sit down. Be cautious, sir, or I will 
refer you to a still later case, that of 
Bartlett.” “ I did not hear you, your 
Honor,” replied Bartlett. Judge: 
“ Another repetition of that, or any­ 
thing of that character, and I will fall 
down upon you in a way that may not 
be pleasant.” The juror was then 
peremptorily challenged by the de­ 
fense. Reference to Justice Chase was 
understood to be made to that Judge’s 
impeachment for irregularities on the 
bench. 
In the general sessions to-day a mo­ 
tion was made to quash the indict­ 
ments, found in 1871, against ex-Con­ 
troller Connolly, on the ground that 
he was co-defendant In the trial now 
coming against Tweed, set for the 15th 
instant. 
The situation in Philadelphia is re­ 
ported more favorable, and part of the 
due and past due paper of the Texas 
and Pacific Construction Company has 
been provided for. 
The bricklayers are still on their 
strike. 
The Central Council of the Union of' 
the Order of American Bricklayers 
met last night in secret session. It 
was stated that a compromise was sug­ 
gested, that the employers should only 
deduct twenty-five cents, instead of 
fifty, from a day’s pay.

WASHINGTON. 
W a s h in g t o n , Nov. 7.—The State 
Department up to noon had received 
no official notice concerning the steam­ 
er Virginius, further than the fact of 
the capture.

Registers granted to vessels confine 
until they are sold or change their 
names.

CHICAGO. 
C h ic a g o , N ov. 7.—A Washington 
special says that the estimutes for the 
Indian service is $6,725,000, an increase 
over last year of $1,272,000; total in­ 
crease in the estimates of the Interior 
Department, including the above In­ 
dian service, is $1,800,000, or only 
about $0,000 increase for the entire de­ 
partment outside of the Indian Bu­ 
reau. The estimates of the Depart­ 
ment of Justice are about the same as 
last year, as near as can be ascertain­ 
ed from figures already prepared. The 
total of the estimates from all the de­ 
partments will exceed those of lust 
year by about five per cent. 
A special from Fort Rill says that 
the Indians have burned Whalley’s 
Ranch, near Red River Station, on 
Monday.

The Tucson Citizen, oí the 1st inst., 
says, concerning the prospects for 
peace, although some Apaches on the 
reservations north of Gila are peace­ 
ful, with few exceptions. Cachise re­ 
fuses to stop raiding into new and old 
Mexico, and will not submit to the 
discipline of being counted They are 
well armed, and draw rations whether 
on or off the reservation. Just as long 
us this State of affairs exists, so long 
will peace remain as uncertain as at 
the present, Disaffected bad Indians 
of other tribes feed and recruit on this 
reservation, und come and go at will. 
This is known on the other reserva­ 
tions, and hinders General Crook’s 
disciplineskip. 
Sixteen men passed through Tucson 
this week in pursuit of Apaches who 
had stolen horses in Sonora. The men 
have gone to Agent Jeffard’s, on the 
Cachise reservation, to ask restoration. 
A Guaymas letter, of October 24th, 
to a citizen, says the revolutionists 
evacuated Alamos on the 15th, and 
the State forces took many prisoners 
the next «lay. 
A citizen calls attention to the prob­ 
ably scarcity of breadstuff's in the ter­ 
ritory before auother harvest, and says 
Sonora is already short. The El Paso 
Sentinel says that orders have been is­ 
sued in Chihuahua prohibiting the ex­ 
portation of corn, wheat and beans to 
the United States. The State Gov­ 
ernment has ordered that all agricul­ 
tural products shall be brought to 
stated places and paid for, to be sold 
at the same price during the winter, 
in apprehension of famine.

COUNTY TEACHERS’ INSTITUTE. 
t ’lftli H ay. 
The exercise opened with a beauti­ 
ful song. 
After the calling of Ihe roll and 
reading the minutes, the critics’ report 
was called. 
Several questions were asked and 
answered by Mr. Paul. One of which 
stirred up Mr. Morrill, an old resident 
of California, recently of Nevada. He 
protested against the memorizing ver­ 
batim of sentences, without the mean­ 
ing.Mr. Peck offered the resolution that 
every teacher, in closing his term, im­ 
mediately notify the County Superin­ 
tendent thut he lias severed his con­ 
nection with the school. Curried. 
Ail essay by Mr. Reavis followed, 
detailing the trials of an amateur com­ 
poser. He began with thesoliloquy of a 
school boy in his attempt to find a 
theme for his essay; he wanders from 
one subject to another, selects one, 
changes it, and takes another. He 
gets lost in a maze of conflicting emo­ 
tions. 
A discussion followed in regard to 
the prizes reported by tin* committee 
yesterday. 
* Mr. Heudcreon proposed that a page 
or part of a page of composition, be 
used in spelling, instead of one hun­ 
dred words. Carried.. 
It was proposed to oiler nine prizes, 
instead of three. Lost. 
Mr. Storke, of the H er a ld, then 
presented a method of history chart­ 
ing and teaching which, he said, laid 
proved very successful in ids case.. 
Dr. Lncky, Mr. Waldron and Dr. 
Crowell approved the method. 
Miss Bengnugh gave a lesson in ob­ 
ject teaching. 8he took an orange for 
her object, and drew out the pupils’ 
ideas by questioning. The lesson was 
conducted in a pleasing and instruc­ 
tive manner. 
The course of study was taken up, 
and Dr. Lucky gave liis idea as a mem­ 
ber of the Board of Education when 
the course was adopted. He thought 
a teacher should not only have the 
pupils study from the text-book 
adopted, but he should also use the 
theory of the book in his instruction. 
Of course he could adopt any plan of 
instruction which seemed best. Of 
course no one line of studies would 
satisfy all. The teacher should not 
follow slavishly ; hut when the text­ 
book given differed from other text­ 
books, then he should follow it. 
Mr. Peck agreed with Dr. Lucky in 
his views, and said that lie was obliged 
by law to see that the books were used 
as adopted. Of course, if the teacher 
could not obey the law in a particular 
instance, he, the teacher, was not re­ 
sponsible. 
a ft e r n o o n s e s s io n . 
A resolution was introduced that our 
Senators and Representatives be re­ 
quested to pass a law by which the 
State shall pay all soliool expenses. 
After a discussion by Meesrs. Tonner, 
McFadden and Lucky, the resolution 
was adopted. 
A petition to the Legislature was 
presented, asking that the salary of 
the Superintendent be increased to 
$1,800 and traveling expenses. The 
petition was carried, and the Presi­ 
dent and Secretary were instructed to 
sign it in behalf of the Convention.

Captain Jack’s Gun.—The guu 
which the defunct Modoc chieftain, 
Captain Jack, used during the late un­ 
pleasantness between him and the 
government, is now in the office occu­ 
pied by General Davis as his head­ 
quarters. it shows the effect of hard 
service and apparently often came in 
contact with the hard rocks, for it is 
scratched in every part, scarcely a spot 
an eighth of an inch in extent being un­ 
touched. It is one of the old muzzle- 
loading rifles of the pattern of 18U3. 
The lockplate contains the followiug 
inscription: “U. S. Colt’s Pistol & F. 
A Mfg. Co., Hartford. Conn., 1863.” 
It is rather an unwieldy weapon, and 
is very long—about four and a half 
feet. The barrel alone is forty inches 
in length. It has three sights, one be­ 
ing marked for 100 yards, another for 
800, and the third for 500 yards. The 
sling is made of a piece of leather, 
which was apparrently broken in the 
center, for at that point it is kept to­ 
gether by two copper rivets, and it is 
fastened in the bands by pieces of 
buckskin. The upper band is made 
of tin and fastened to the stock witli 
four headless nails. This piece of me­ 
chanism is evidensly the work of the 
hero of the lava beds, and it shows 
that he prided himself on how neatly 
it was done. That historic rifle, whicn 
haa passed through many a crevice on 
death intent, and slain many a gallant 
soldiers, is now, like its owner, a 
wreck, for its brightness has departed, 
its comeliness is gone, and it is in the 
hands of the victor.—[Portland Bul­ 
letin,
